This is a decision, sua sponte, withdrawing the holding of abandonment of the above-identified 
application. 

A decision on appeal by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences (BPAI) was mailed on 
March 30, 2005 affirming the final rejections by the examiner of all pending claims in the 
application. A Notice of Abandonment was mailed on April 7, 2005.

Further the appellant has informed the examiner that 
an action will be taken by the appellant by May 30, 2005, the expiration date of the two-month 
time period from the date of the BPAI decision.
